The girl has a day set 
apart for the “Feast of tho dolls,” 
aud every girl has a doll, and there 
is a day set apart for the boys 
which is known as “play day” and 
every boy plays with dolls dressed 
like soldiers, and they have a nice 
time. The houses are made of 
bumboo with paper doora, paper 
windows, aud many other things. 
At night they sleep uuder quilts 
with wooden blocks for pillows. 
There are no chairs, but they sit 
ou mats of cloth or straw. They 
eat tea aud rice most of the time, 
but they have uo tables; they eat 
the rice out of a tray, aud have 
two sticks for forks. It would 
be hard for us to get it to our 
tnottlh that way, but they can 
eat’that way just the same as we 
cau wi!h forks.
